TREATMENT OF CANS USED IN SHIPPING 


We grow many items in cans as we feel the extra 
expense of growing and shipping is more than offset 
by the improved performance of the stock when 
planted in your garden. Actually the cans when re- 
ceived may be planted as is for the roots will find 
the drainage holes and the cans seldom last very 
long. However, some folks prefer to carefully re- 
move the bottom before planting. In no event is it 
necessary to remove them from the cans. If you 
desire stock listed in cans, bare root packed in moss, 
you may deduct 15 per cent from the prices, but you 
must assume all the losses from such stock.

On smaller 
orders please include 50c to help defray our greater 
handling costs. On items picked up at the garden 
you may deduct 10 per cent from these prices.

These 
will be sent at the proper planting time for 
this area, usually May 15 to 30. Nothing is 
gained by earlier planting except height, 
with the attendant staking required. Bud for- 
mation on Chrysanthemums is started by shor- 
tening days not size of plant, so it follows 
that a bushy plant having five to ten leads 
put out quite late will produce a shorter plant 
better adapted to take the wind and rain we 
get without lodging and be much more sat- 
isfactory in every sense; give these plants a 
try, won't you?
